National Foresight 
Economic foresight Is conceivable 
not only for the individual but for 
business as a wholo. Millions of In­ 
dividuals and virtually all lines of 
industry failed to practice it during 
tho recent prosperity. 
The public welfare of the United 
States demands that industry as a 
wholo vigorously and sincerely de­ 
vote itself to tha development of 
plans of economic foresight, aimed 
to prevent repetitions of the present 
unemployment situation. The gen­ 
eral outlines for such plans are 
clearly definable. They demand that 
industry adopt a long range view­ 
point and lay out its production and 
distribution plans with the thought 
that it is far better to have a long 
period of good sound business activ­ 
ity than a short period of frantically 
over-competitive 
endeavor. 
This 
would tond to lessen over-produc­ 
tion In various lines, to prevent 
over-expans Ion of plant capacity, to 
avoid over-stimulation of public 
buying and above all to avoid pe­ 
riods of slumps and stagnation. 
For business, too, there is a part 
In such a conception of economic 
foresight. It should aim to cooperate 
with Industry in its endeavor to 
avoid reckless over-production and 
over-selling the public. 
In this picture of national eco­ 
nomic prudence, h a n k i n g and 
finance, too, have their place. Their 
effort should he to influence the use 
of credit and other financial facili­ 
ties Into channels of sound public 
economy consistent with the atti­ 
tude I have already sketched for in­ 
dustry 
and 
trade. 
All 
finance, 
whether current commercial bank­ 
ing or industrial investment bank­ 
ing, should seek by their Influence 
In granting or withholding credit to 
build a sound economic situation. 


jpOLLOWINO a nation*wido sur­ 
vey of banking conditions and 
«pinion among bankers, the Eco­ 
nomic Policy Commission of the 
American Bankers Association has 
made the following recommanda- 
tlcAps for banking betterment: 
"Under the category of Improved 
bank management specific Improve­ 
ments we might sumnsarlze are: 
"(1) Liquidation or consolidation 
of banks where changed local eco­ 
nomic conditions render this de­ 
sirable; 
"(2) Wider affiliation am o n e 
state banks with the Federal Re­ 
serve System; 
"(3) Development of l i m i t e d 
branch banking where economic 
conditions and legal authority make 
this expedient; 
M(4) A more general practice, es­ 
pecially 
lacking among country 
banks, to analyze the cost of carry­ 
ing accounts and other operating 
details and tho establishment of 
proper service charges to make all 
classes of function profitable; 
"(5) A more general application 
of the theory and practice of sec­ 
ondary reserves; 
"(6) Avoidance by banks of un­ 
due borrowing merely to increase 
their own profits by relendlng at 
higher rates, or to over-expand 
credit to local business In order to 
Increase their own business; 
"(7) Cooperation among bankers 
In local communities through city, 
county or regional clearinghouses 
so as to promote mutually benefi­ 
cial conditions and practices; 
"(8) Tho insistence upon higher 
educational effort and qualifications 
among employees, especially those 
to bo trusted with executive duties.

The Individual Must Help 
Finally, tho individual too has a 
plaeo in any such plan of a sounder 
economic future for tho United 
States. It la the duty of the Indi­ 
vidual to make every effort to take 
care of hiin*?lf and provide for him­ 
self. Neither government nor indus­ 
try can do that for him. They can 
give him the opportunity to succeed 
but they can’t succeed for him. He 
must out of bis own initiative and 
effort earn and create his own 
means and defenses against life’s 
requirements and contingencies. 
Individual determination to pro­ 
vide against sickness, accident and 
death by insurance before Indul­ 
gences In extra comforts and lux­ 
uries are given place In the family 
budget, and individual responsibil­ 
ity to guard against the contingency 
of unemployment by means of a 
sound program of thrift and sav­ 
ings are to my mind the true founda­ 
tion of economic stability for the 
United States as a whole. 


Legislative Measures Proposed 
"There are some external measures, 
along moderate legislative and su­ 
pervisory lines, that we also believe 
would help strengthen 
banking. 
Among these are: 
"(1) The broadening in the states 
of branch banking laws where con­ 
ditions warrant an extension of this 
type of banking service to the 
public; 
"(2) The establishment of sound 
minimum capital funds under which 
banks will be allowed to operate, 
which should be materially higher 
than now prevails In most states; 
specifically, we believe that the 
minimum capital with which any 
new bank shall be chartered, wheth­ 
er state or national, should be at 
least 950,000; 
"(3) The provision of funds and 
regulations to keep the official staffs 
of all supervisory departments up 
to a level of ability and integrity 
that will universally inspire confi­ 
dence among bankers whose activi­ 
ties they are empowered to review, 
nnd will supply real added defenses 
to the public interests they are ap­ 
pointed to protect. 
"(4) In connection with the poli­ 
cies of bank chartering depart­ 
ments, we would recommend that, 
even to a greater extent than is now 
the practice, the greatest care and 
moderation should be exercised In 
granting new charters, so as to 
guard against over-banking or the 
launching of new banks by unquali­ 
fied persons, which have doubtless 
been serious factors In the bank 
failure situation In the past. 
•*(5) Also, referring to Federal 
Reserve practice not requiring legis­ 
lation, we believe that the Federal 
Reserve 
Banks 
should 
exercise 
more freely their rights to examine 
banks and use their discretionary 
power to refuse rediscount facilities 
to banks indulging !n objectionable 
banking methods."

A limestone spreader, owned bv a 
bank In Illinois, is rented out to 
farmers for ten rents a ton, and 
also a phosphate spreader at five 
cents a to i. Tho "lime- tone project” 
was tho principal contribution of 
tho bank to banker-farmer work, 
during 19,10, and was carried on in 
cooperation with the Farm Bureau. 
A man trained in tho testing of soil, 
and in the making of soil maps was 
employed by the bank, The unit 
maps used covered forty acres, on 
which 23 surface tests were made at 
mathematical points. At five other 
points three tests were made—sur­ 
face, siib-KUi face, and sub-soil. The 
completed map showed, by varying 
shadings of red, tho points which 
needed 
limestone. 
Arrangements 
were also made by tho bank to have 
limestone shipped In In car lots for 
•alfi to farmer« as needed.
